Yesterday about noon a fire broke out in 
the Ashes Inspection Store in College street, 
from the spontaneous combustion of barrels 


wet. ‘The cause and exact locality of the 
fire were unknown for some time, and un- 
availing efforts were made to extinguish it, 
Subsequently however, a general alarm 
was given, by which time the devouring el- 
ement had gained so much headway that 
it was impossible to extinguish it, until from 
mere na of material upon which to feed | 
it burned itself out.
